San  Francisco's  poor  will  get 
an  opportunity  this  month  to 
help  decide  how  the  city’s  pov¬ 
erty  program  will  be  run  when 
the  Economic  Opportunity  Coun¬ 
cil  (EOC)  holds  elections  in 
each  of  the  five  poverty  areas 
for  district  councils.  The  elected 
boards  are  part  of  a  new  effort 
to  get  new  blood  and  more  com¬ 
munity  participation  into  the 
program's  decision  making 
process. 

The  OMI  area  is  lised  as  sub¬ 
district  II  D;  district  II  includes 
Bayview.  Hunters  Point,  Visi- 
tacion  Valley,  Crocker- Amazon 
and  OMI.  Each  district  will 
have  a  council  of  fourteen  elect¬ 
ed  representatives  of  the  poor, 
nine  representatives  of  city  gov¬ 
ernment  appointed  by  the  may¬ 
or.  and  four  people  from  com¬ 
munity  groups  picked  by  the 
city  wide  EOC  board.  The  OMI 
area  will  be  choosing  three  rep¬ 
resentatives  by  vote.  Those  eli¬ 
gible  to  vote  or  to  run  for  a 
council  post  must  be  eighteen 
years  or  over,  reside  two 
months  in  the  subdistrict,  and 
meet  federal  guidelines  on  in¬ 
come.  The  guidelines  are:  fam¬ 
ily  of  one,  $1900;  two,  $2500; 
three,  $3100;  four,  $3800;  five, 
$4400;  six,  $5000;  seven,  $5600. 
(These  figures  are  to  be  inter¬ 
preted  broadly,  not  to  the  exact 
dollar.)  Registration  runs 
through  September  4.  The  elec¬ 
tions  will  be  held  on  Saturday, 
September  18.  Registered  voters 
will  be  notified  where  their  poll¬ 
ing  place  will  be. 

EOC  workers  and  staff  will  be 
in  the  OMI  office  at  205  Gra¬ 
nada,  Monday  through  Friday 
to  answer  questions.

Dialogue 

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

The  next  time  you  are  trapped  in  halting,  bumper-to-bumper 
peak  hour  traffic,  look  around.  You  are  probably  alone  in  your  car 
as  are  most  of  the  other  stalled  drivers.  The-  State  Division  of 
Highways  estimates  cars  entering  and  leaving  California  urban 
areas  carry  an  average  of  only  1.3  persons. 

California  has  tried  to  accommodate  this  unrestricted  com¬ 
muter  traffic  by  constructing  endless  miles  of  freeway.  Quite  pre¬ 
dictably,  this  has  failed.  Legislators  and  citizens  are  finally  realiz¬ 
ing  the  price  for  allowing  automobiles  free  reign  in  our  cities  in¬ 
cludes  splintered  communities,  urban  sprawl,  lost  local  tax  reve¬ 
nues,  destroyed  parks  and  open  space  and  an  atmosphere  which 
has  become  poisonous. 

The  alternative  is  good  networks  of  bus,  fixed  rail  or  other 
forms  of  mass  public  transportation.  But  that  takes  money.  Last 
year,  several  measures  aimed  at  producing  revenue  for  public 
transportation  and  to  correct  environmental  damage  caused  by 
autos  were  proposed.  The  best  known  bill,  by  Senator  James  Mills, 
was  on  the  November  ballot  as  Proposition  18.  It  would  have  auth¬ 
orized  use  of  state  gasoline  tax  funds  for  mass  transit  and  smog 
research.  But  highway  interests,  banded  together  to  defeat  the 
proposal.  , 

This  session,  there  have  been  several  approaches  to  the  prob¬ 
lem.  A  measure  by  Mills  applies  the  sales  tax  to  gasoline  but 
reduces  the  state  share  of  the  sales  and  use  tax  from  4  to  3.75  per¬ 
cent.  Local  agencies  responsible  for  transportation  services  could 
then  levy  that  .25  percent  sales  tax  and  use  the  proceeds  for  public 
transit  purposes.  Assemblyman  Wadie  Deddeh  has  also  introduced 
legislation  to  remove  gas  from  its  privileged  exempt  status.  Senator 
Petris  would  create  the  California  Air  Pollution  Research  and 
Mass  Transit  Development  Fund  also  to  be  financed  by  existing 
motor  vehicle  fuel  revenues. 


The  effect  of  California’s  freeway  fixation  is  obvious.  One  must 
conclude  that  adequate  public  transportation  has  a  vital  role  to 
play  in  the  future  of  every  city  in  the  State.

Emergency  School 

The  most  outstanding  achieve¬ 
ment  of  the  young  people  was 
organizing  an  accredited  emer¬ 
gency  summer  high  school  with 
the  cooperation  of  the  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Unified  School  District, 
because  the  district  had  cut 
summer  sessions  from  its  bud¬ 
get.  The  faculty  of  fifteen  volun¬ 
teers  from  credentialed  per¬ 
sonnel  of  the  city's  high  schools 
was  recruited  through  a  letter- 
writing  campaign.  Thirteen  eve¬ 
ning  classes  were  held  in  St. 
Michael’s  School  from  July  12th 
to  August  20th,  with  a  total 
enrollment  of  102.  Books  were 
obtained  through  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  school  district.  Class 
offerings  included  Mathematics, 
U.S.  History,  Civics  and  Black

History. 

The  young  workers  took 
charge  of  all  non-teaching  func¬ 
tions  in  the  school,  acting  as 
classroom  aides  so  that  the 
teachers  had  nothing  to  do  but 
'  teach.  Even  a  janitorial  service 
was  provided. 

The  Ocean  View  Youth  Coun¬ 
cil  gave  the  title  and  duties  of 
high  school  principal  to  17-year- 
old  Tony  Patton.  The  young 
principal  said  that  he  had 
learned  a  new  respect  for  prin¬ 
cipals.  “The  Ocean  View  Youth 
Council  turned  a  dream  into 
reality,”  was  his  comment. 
“The  participation  of  the  com¬ 
munity  made  the  school  what 
it  was.” 

“School  of  Love” 

The  full  eight-hour  elemen¬ 
tary  day  school  program  for 
four  weeks  commenced  with 
schooling  in  the  three  R’s  plus 
music  and  art  at  St.  Michael’s 
School,  a  tuition-free  offering  of 
the  parish  and  of  volunteer  pro¬ 
fessional  teachers  from  St. 
Michael’s  and  from  San  Jose 
and  Los  Angeles,  therefore 
known  as  a  “summer  school  of 
love.”  In  cooperation  with  the 
church  school  and  its  principal. 
Father  Sid  Custodio.  led  by 
Timothy  Simon  and  Frederick 
Hamilton,  the  teenage  group 
provided  from  two  to  four  aides 
for  every  class  to  relieve  teach¬ 
ers  of  non-teaching  chores  and 
lead  games  and  recesses.  In 


the  afternoons  the  youth  took 
responsibility  for  a  complete 
program  of  recreation,  including 
field  trips  and  films  for  four 
hours.  There  was  one  youth 
worker  for  every  five  of  the  150 
pupils  taking  part.  After  the 
end  of  St.  Michael’s  summer 
school  on  July  30th,  the  day 
school  was  continued  as  a  rec¬ 
reational  program  serving  about 
40  elementary  pupils. 

Sister  Mary  Enda  Creegan, 
regular  principal  of  St.  Mich¬ 
ael’s,  said  of  the  young  peo¬ 
ple’s  project:  “It  was  marvel¬ 
ous  to  see  so  many  youngsters 
really  doing  something  for  the 
community.  They  did  a  wonder¬ 
ful  job." 

Community  Research 

The  Youth  Council’s  commun¬ 
ity  research  program,  head¬ 
quartered  in  Mrs.  Cox’s  home, 
consisted  of  questionnaires  and 
interviews  within  the  Ingleside 
community  to  discover  the 
needs,  attitudes  and  informa 
tion  of  residents  regarding  their 
neighborhood.  The  young  peo¬ 
ple  hope  that  this  project  will 
develop  into  a  community  in¬ 
formation  center  for  such  data 
as  voting  and  property  rights. 

A  newsletter  was  also  plan¬ 
ned  and  prepared  for  weekly 
mimeographing  by  a  staff  of  22 
quartered  at  St.  Francis  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  and  circulated  by 
mail  to  1500  teenagers  and 
adults  in  this  and  other  parts 
of  the  city. 

Job  Placement 

The  job  placement  service 
consisted  largely  of  assigning 
young  local  applicants  to  305 
available  jobs,  allocated  to  the 
Ocean  View  Youth  Council  and
